Rogers, but no feature of his c areer 
was quite as moving as his deep d e­ 
votion to his family. 
Their happiness incant more to him 
than anything else in life. Everything 
that money could 
buy 
he lavished 
upon them. and all the minute little 
co nsiderations .md attentions, known 
to those who love with their whole be­ 
ing. he gave without stint. 
Ile first saw his wife 
the former 
Betty Blake, of Rogers, Ark.— when at 
the ag*1 of sixteen she was silting on 
the porch of a house in Oolagan, O kla ­ 
h om a (Will’s home town), where she 
w as visiting cousins. 
H er cousins were friends of his, and 
they had invited him over for supper. 
Riding up to the house, he saw a 
p retty girl sitting alone on the porch, 
Ile c o u ld n ’t muster up enough c o u r­ 
age to dismount and speak to her 
so 
instead he wheeled Ins horse aro u n d 
and galloped up and down the st reet 
in an exhibition of trick riding. 
The girl rocked ha* k and forth in 
her chair arid watched him with wide 
eyes. Then Will decided he “ w e r e n ’t 
h u n g ry " and turned and trotted home- 
w a rd. 
He was smitten, however,
